PART | GENERAL PROVI SI ONS OF THE SYSTEM
PURPOSE OF CONSERVATI ON REPORTI NG AND EVALUATI ON SYSTEM

The Conservation Reporting and Eval uati on System (CRES) is a
Departmental systemto collect, store, retrieve, and anal yze data
for conservation prograns administered by ASCS. The system al so
provi des managenent information needed to be responsive to National
Conservation Program (NCP) objectives.

SPECI AL | NSTRUCTI ONS

OBSOLETE DI RECTI VE. DM 9500-1, Revision 3, Conservation Reporting
and Eval uation System is obsolete.

GENERAL

a This part contains USDA policy and procedures for reporting
the extent, cost, and effects of conservation neasures applied
to the land with assistance from USDA.

b CRES data is electronically transmtted by ASCS county offices
to State offices. The data is reviewed in each State office
and transmtted to Kansas City.

C USDA' s data processing center at Kansas City, M ssouri,
consol i dates the CRES data for storage and use by USDA
speci ali sts and policy makers. ASCS access to CRES data is
coordi nated by the Conservation and Environnental Protection
Di vi si on.

d Form AD- 862, "Conservation Reporting and Eval uati on System
Data Sheet", is used for collecting CRES data with
instructions in Appendix F.

e ASCS, SCS, and FS are jointly using this systemto coll ect
conservation data for:

(1) Al ASCS cost-shared practices, statistical reports,
noni toring, and eval uation of ACP, CRP, CRSC, ECP, FIP,
RCWP, TAP, WBP, and WRP.

(2) FS evaluation of FIP practices and technical assistance
activities.

being applied to the I and, and

c Provide USDA field offices with data needed to hel p determni ne
conservation needs and practicability and set priorities.

7 CRES MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDI NG

Menor andunms of under standi ng between the Chief, SCS, the Chief, FS,
and the Adm nistrator, ASCS, established a cooperative working

rel ati onshi p between the agencies for carrying out CRES. See
Appendi x D. State and county participation in CRES beyond that
outlined herein is based on an agreement between the FS Regi onal
Forester/Area Director, the SCS State Conservationist and the ASCS
State Executive Director.

8 DATA COLLECTI ON FORMS
Form AD-862 is the data-collection formdevel oped for CRES. It is
used to collect data for statistics, nmonitoring, and eval uation of
conservation practices under USDA financial and technical
assi stance prograns.

9 PURPOSE OF EVALUATI ON AND STATI STI CS

make adj ustnments to conservation prograns to allocate resources

ASCS wi | | :

a Prepare an AD-862 for each practice the ASCS county conmittee
(COC) is going to consider for approval.

b Send the AD-862 to assigned technician for determ nation of
need and feasibility of each referred ASCS practice. After
receiving the assigned technician's deternination, ASCS then
approves or di sapproves the request for cost sharing. For
approved requests, ASCS then returns the AD-862 to the
assi gned technici an.

c For all potentially significant cultural or historic sites
identified during the needs and feasibility process,
i ndicate that clearance by the State Hi storic Preservation
O ficer has been obtained.

For nonreferred practices, nake the needs and feasibility
determ nati on and conpl ete the applicable sections of the
AD-862 identified as "ASSI GNED TECHNI Cl AN' in APPENDI X F.

d Ensure conpl eti on of AD-862's

e Have County Offices electronically transmt the AD-862 file to
the State Ofice weekly. State Ofices shall electronically
transmt the AD-862's to KCMO as instructed in 2-ACP (Rev. 2)
par agr aph 453.

17 SCS GENERAL | NSTRUCTI ONS

SCS will:

a
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When determ ning the need and feasibility of an ASCS practice,
provide the units needed of each ASCS practice conponent
requested and data on existing site condition "Before" and

pl anned site condition "After" for the practice to be applied.

Report to ASCS any potentially significant cultural or
historic site encountered during the needs and feasibility
process.

Conpl ete AD- 862 when a practice or systemof practices is
applied. Practices planned with SCS assi stance are reportable
when satisfactorily applied for the first tine in accordance
wi th applicable standards and specifications. Previously
reported practices that fail and are reapplied on the sane
conservation treatnent unit (CTU) are reportable only when
satisfactorily applied with additional technical assistance.
Thi s precludes the annual reporting of recurring practices.
One conpl eted Form AD-862 is required for each ASCS referred
cost-shared practice (e.g., SL4) with conponent and/or
supporting practices.

Provi de the technical data for ASCS practices assignhed to
SCS in all Counties.

Do one or both of the following for practices for which the
ASCS County Committee (COC) has kept technica
responsibility, as agreed to by the Agencies at the State
and County | evel

(1) Train ASCS County O fice enployees to determ ne soi
erosion rates.

(2) Provide "before" and "after" benefits of conservation
practices applied.

Ensure that SCS personnel entering data for practices which
t hey have technical responsibility signs block A 11.

Furni sh m ni mum eval uation data. At |least one Prinary
Pur pose section (sections Cthrough G wll be conpleted on
each AD- 862 submitted.

At the time of certification, adjust, if necessary, the
conditions entered previously in section C D, or E. The
"After" conditions entered on the AD 862 represent the results
of the ASCS cost-shared practice listed in Section A block 8
and applicable technical practices listed in Section B, block
12a. Only those technical practices that are installed or to
be installed in the current Fiscal year and that relate to the
ASCS conservation practice and technical practice description
are to be shown in Section B, block 12, of the AD 862.
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Technical practices listed in Section B, block 12a, are

consi dered applied and subject to |lifespan requirenents
determ ned by ASCS. Technical practices listed in Section B,

19 TECHNI CAL RESPONSI BI LI TI ES FOR CONSERVATI ON PRACTI CES

Conservation practices should be consistent with a participant's
farmplan that nmay have been devel oped with | ocal Soil
Conservation District cooperation.

a The assigned technician will determ ne whether:

(1) The requested practice is needed to solve an existing
conservation or pollution problemon the |Iand invol ved.

(2) Installing the practice is practical. For LTA s and
contracts, this determnation is nade on the producer's
request for assistance and related CPO, FMP or
appropriate plan.

(3) The installation is primarily for the applicant's
conveni ence.

b The assigned technician shall report, on AD- 862, any readily
observabl e facts about programeligibility outside
technician's direct technical responsibility.

(1) The technician shall never nake an unqualified,
favorabl e determination if the facts indicate that the
practice may not be eligible, based on program
provi si ons.

(2) If the technician has infornmation that indicates a
practice may not be eligible, the technician shall
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(3)

prepare AD-862 showi ng whether the practice is needed
and describe the eligibility question in witing.

(a) If an unfavorable deternmination is nmade, the
technician shall enter a statement to that effect,
i ncluding the reasons, on AD- 862.

(b) The technician should explain the basis for the
unfavorabl e deternmi nation to the producer.

(c) COC shall pronptly notify the producer in witing
of the reason that the practice was not approved.
Advi se the producer of the right to appeal the
det erm nati on.

The technician shall review the practice to ensure that
t he environnental concerns and the needs of wildlife
are taken into consideration.

c If the S rate is a percentage of cost, COC shall request
the technician to show on AD-862 an accurate estimate of the
cost of performing the practice.

d The technician shall:

Report the findings on AD-862. These findings should
include a statenent that the practice conplies with the
overal | objectives of the farmplan. COC shall take this
statenent into account when considering the request for
approval .

Not return the referral until an accurate estimte of
needed units or cost can be provided, upon which COC can
base its comm tnent of funds. The technician shall wait
until the design work is conpleted on a structure, if
appropriate. The AD-862 shall be returned by the
referral expiration date indicated in block A5 of the
AD- 862.

On AD- 862, include findings of the needed extent and
any other pertinent information. The technician or
desi gnee shall sign AD- 862.
